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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the Kennedy reference does not disclose a multiple die printhead having a plurality of thermal printhead dies. 
Applicant also asserts that an element of the claimed invention is the presence of multiple printhead dies bonded to an orifice piate. The 
Office notes that this element is not recited in the claims and thus is not read into the claims. Also, the Office is not persuaded by 
Applicant's argument that Kennedy does not disclose a plurality of thermal printhead dies, but rather only one. Applicant argues that a 
pluralty of printhead dies may be, for example, two printhead dies (A and B), each having five resistors aligned with five orificies, wherein 
fluid A is expelled from printhead die A and fluid B is expelled from prinhtead die B. The Office maintains however that the multiple 
resistors and ink orifices taught by Kennedy are considered multiple printhead dies (they are also capable of expelling different fluids). 
Applicant has not claimed the printhead dies in such a way that it is distinguished from the Kennedy device. 
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
